I was led into cheſe Reflections by ſeeing the Account 
which the Critical Reviewers have given ot my Pamphlet 
on the Gout and Rheumariſm. Inftead of meeting with 
a Detail of its © ontents, or with candid Reaſoning upon 
3m Subjects of it; 3 Perſons, without cendeſcend- 
ing to aſſign any one Reaſon for their Opinion, have 

boldly pronounced it to be © A mere Quack Adver- 
* tiſement, calculated to perſuade the credulous World, 
< that the Author is poſſeſſed of certain Specifics for 
the Diſorders mentioned in the Title:“ — An Inſi- 
nuation ſo injurious to me, ſo repugnant to Truth, ſo 
dictatorially pronounced, I own ſtruck me with Aſtoniſh- 
ment and Concern. It excited, however, more Pity 
than Reſentment ; and, therefore, as I felt no Inclination 
to expoſe the Mahgnity of their Hearts, and their In- 
juſtice to me, I ſhould have ſuffered them to paſs in 
Silence, did 1 not think it a Duty incumbent on me to 
ſhew the Injury they do the Community ; and to unde- 
ceive the Public in a Point of ſuch material and general 
Concern. 1 | 

The Idea People commonly entertain of Quackery i is, 
that it is a down-right Impoſition on the Public, by 
endeavouring to perſuade them that a Perſon can cure 
| Diſeaſes which he is unable to do. I would now aſk 
the Reviewers, what there is in the Pamphlet that could 
"Induce them to conſider me in the infamous Light of 
an Impoſtor ?—No Medicines are advertiſed ; the Cures 
related are very ſtriking and uncommon, but they are 
told with the en Sander nor was there any room 
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to doubt of their Authenticity, as it was particularly 
mentioned that there were ſeveral Gentlemen in London 
to whom they were well known : One very remarkable 
Inſtance (Capt. Bayard) was on the Spot, and it was alfo 
mentioned where he was to be ſeen. Inftead of conceal- 
ing my Practice, 1 invited the Faculty to examine my 
Patients before 1 began with them, to viſit them during 
the Operation of the Medicines, and to ſee the Event.

Ce pt. Samuel Bayard, aged 60, about 23 Years. ago 
was attacked with the Gout, and from that Time, 
till he applied to me, commonly had a Fir once. a 
Year, or thereabouts.
